Washington, May 7.—(/)—A read- 
justment of the protettive tariff struc- 
ture set up seven years ago after the 
republicans took control of the govern- 
ment was proposed by the majority 
members of the ways and means com- 
mittee in a yoluminous bill presented 
today to’the house and designed to 
replace the Fordney-McCumber law 
of 1922. 

Substantial increases in rates de- 
signed to afford greater protection 
to American farmers, sugar producers, 
wool growers and many manufactur- 
ing industries were recommended, al- 
though some schedules, notably those 
dealing with tobacco and spirits, were 
left unchanged. Few alterations were 
proposed in other schedules, dealing 


with books and paper, and iron and 
steel, 

The increases generally accredited 
‘on Capitol Hill with being of the 
createst moment to the people, were 
64 one-hundreths of a cent a pound 
on Cuban raw sugar, with the new 
rate 2.40 cents a pound, and three 
cents a pound on raw wool, with the 
néw rate 34 cents. 

Increase in Manufactures. 


Conpensatory increases in practical- 
ly all manufactures of wool, includ- 
ing clothing, blankets, and the like, 
were proposed, with like increases af- 
fecting molasses, maple sugar, syrup 
and dextrose. 

Although raw cotton would be left 
on the free list by the bill, substantial 
advances in duties were proposed in 
the case of cotton goods, more particu- 
larly those of the finer grades, with 
the explanation that the purpose is 
to improve conditions in the New 
England 
may be possible 
tariff. 

Lesides advancing rates, the ways 
and means republicans proposed many 
changes in methods of administering 
the law, chief among which is au- 
therization to the president to investi- 
gate systems for valuation in the 
United States on which to base duties 
on imports and to report to congress 
with plans for its use, 

In addition, the majority 
mended the recreation of the tariff 
commission with authority for’ the 
president to replace at his will any 
or all of the six members of the pres- 
ent organization. The new commis- 
sion would have seven members with 
their nominations by the president 
subject to the approval of the senate. 
Under existing law not more than 
three members could be of the same 
political part~. 

Seven-Year Terms. 

The terms of office of each com- 
missioner would be seven years anid 
the salaries, effective upon the pas- 
sage of the act. would be $12,000 an- 
nually instead of $10,000 as at 
present,

liminaries, Judge Halsted L. Ritter 
denying in straight order a plea in 
abatement, a demurrer and a motion 
to quash the indictment. The de- 
fense, however, won a ruling from the 
court that he would reserve hia de- 
cision on their objections to admis- 
sibility of the testimony of the four 
witnegses heard today until the prose- 
cution had shown whether or not it 
would be able to connect the evidence 
with the charges against the con- 
gressman. 

The congressman went to trial on 
only two of the three counts of the 
indictment, the first count charging 
possession having been withdrawn by 
the prosecytion. | 

Testimony of the four witnesses 
heard today sought to establish that 
six trunks vhich the government 
charges were Congressman Michael- 
son's baggage were transported from 
Key West to Jacksonville and seized 
there by dry agents after liquor was 
found td be trickling from a trunk in 
which a bottle had been broken.

Company To Take Over 
Atco Plant Falls Though, 
Slusser Announces.

Akron, Ohio, May 7.—(Special.)}— 
Negotiations between the Goodyear 
Tire & Rubber Company, of Akron, 
and the American Textile Company 
for purchase of the large Atco mills 
at Cartersville, Ga., were definitely 
declared off today, perhaps only tem- 
porarily. : 

Officials of the two compapies, who 
have been in conference here for three 
days with every expectation that the 
deal would be closed, failed to reacn 
an agreement at a final meeting held 
here this afternoon and decided w 
drop the matter, at least for the 
present, 

Clifton C. Slusser, vice president 
of the Goodyear Company. - at the 
close of the conference, announced the 
failure of negotiations and said he 
was leaving immediately for the south 
to investigate other property there 
in which his company is interested. 

“We have every expectation that 
the transaction by which we would 
acquire the Atco mill property would 
be successfully terminated,” Mr. Slus- 
ser stated. “I am sorry the deal 
is off, for I considered the property 
excellently suited for our purpose. ’ 

“No,” he said in response to a 
question, “I cannot say that nego- 
tiations with the American Textile 
Company will be resumed at a later 
date. As the matter stands at pres- 
ent, the deal is off and I am leav- 
ing for the south immediately for that 
purpose of looking into other prop- 
erty that will be needed for our fu- 
ture textile expansions. I expect 
te be in Atlanta Friday.” 

It is known that the company. has 

been investigating other textile ‘mill 
property with plans for completing 
its manufacturing requirements in the 
future. Mills at Montgomery and 
Decatur, Ala., have been under con- 
sideration by the Goodyear com- 
pany, it is understood. 
_ J. A. Miller, president of the Amer- 
ican Textile Company, has been here 
for several days, representing his 
company in the negotiations that up 
until today’s announcement were re- 
ported to be near completion. The 
Ateo mill at Cartersville is a 50,000- 
spindle plant, employing between 700 
and 1,000 operators and having an an- 
nual consumption of 20,000 bales of 
cotton, 

The American Textile Company de- 
velopment, purchase of which was at 
one time thought most probable of 
the several textile mills in the south 
being considered® by Goodyear, com- 
prises 500 acres of land upon whith 
is located the mill proper. with ware- 
houses and accessories and a modern 
mill village noted as one of the mod- 
els in its class. 

Since work on the new Goodyear 
tire manufacturing plant being erected 
at Gadsden, Ala., has been under 
way, Akron officials of the Goodyear 
company have been investigating op- 
portunities to increase the company’s 
fabric manufacturing facilities in the 


‘south. The company has operated a 


large fabric: mill at Cedartown, Ga.. 
for some time and is now in process 
of constructing a $4,000,000 \fahric 
mill at. Rockmart, Ga. 

Efforts to obtain a third mill of 
approximately the same size as that 
of the Georgia mills and in the same 
locality have apparently engaged the 
attention of the Goodyear officials 
recently.

Washington, May 7.—(#)—Harry 
KF. Sinclair, accustomed to operations 
in the oi] iindustry involving huge 
sums, today assisted the physician of 
the Washington jail to perform a 
minor surgical operation on one of 
the inmates in his new role as 
pharmacist at that institution. 

Beginning the first full day of his 
three months sentence for refusing to 
answer questions put to him by a 
senate committee, the oil man was as- 
signed to the drug room because of 
being a registered pharmacist. He fol- 
lowed that profession for several 
years, having studied pharmacy at the 
of Kansas in 1897 and 


Rises at 5 A. M. 

Sinclair was up about 5 o’clock and 
breakfasted lightly on the fare served 
to the 520 inmates. It consisted of 
cereal, ham and eggs, corn muffins 
and coffee. He then took a _ turn 
about the dormitory where he had 
slept on an iron army cot, surround- 
ed by sixty others. 

At noon Sinclair ate baked beans, 
smoked sausage, bread and coffee. At 
night the bill of fare included beef 
stew. bread, coffee and stewed fruit. 
Sinclair's plate and other utensils 
were of heavy aluminum. e 

Prison officials said the oil man 
was maintaining a cheerful mien. He 
asked questions about the jail, and 
answered questions, they said, appar- 
ently making an effort to have him- 
self accepted as one who does not 
want any extra favors 

Will Not Examine Mail. 

As a pharmacist he is entitled to 
the same privileges as those in the 
office detail. These include the right 
to send and receive as much mail as 
he chooses. Major William L. Peak, 
jail superintendent, said Sinclair's 
mail would not be examined. 

The prison contains two wings in 
addition to the dormitory. Each wing 


has four tiers of cells from which the 
inmates may look down at recreationa] 
features provided in the central hall. 
A radio set furnishes music on cer- 
tain occasions, but Sinclair, like the 
prisoners working in the office, will 
have access to the front offices where 
a radio is turned on every evening. 

Another. privilege accorded to the 
oil man is that he may have As many 
clothes and toilet articles as his shelf 
space will permit. He also will be 
allowed to shave himself, if he de- 
sires, 

As a pharmacist; Sinclair must hold 
himself available at all hours for 
ministration. to prisoners suffering 
from such maladies as toothaches or 
headaches. and to assist Dr. Morris 
Hyman, the jail physician.

torney-general of the United States 
under the Tdft administration, be 
lieves a more general observaace of 
the prohibition law would result from 
a legislative scheme cf sma’l penal- 
ties, easily enforced, which would not 
merely leave it to the discretion of @ 
trial judge to discriminate beiween 
casual or slight violations and ha- 
bitual liquor sales in attempt to com- 
mercialize law violation, but at the 
same time empowering the iudge to 
impose penalties of extremely rigorous 
nature for the lighter category.

Youthtul Bandit

Thomas W. Miller, forrner alien

major portion of an 18-month term’ 
for a conspiracy to defraud the United 
States government of his pest services 
in adjustment of claims with the Ger- 
man government. 

Miller received newspapermen cour- 
teously, but declined to comment on 
the status of his case or to make any 
other statement. saying he had been 
ordered not to discuss any matter be- 
fore the expiration of his parole, 
July 7. 

The gag rule which was clamped on 
paroled prisoners and officers of the 
institution was instituted soon after 
the release of Karl Carroll, Broadway 
producer, convicted of perjury in con- 
nection with the Joyce Hawley bath- 
tub party. Mrs. Mable Walker Wille- 
brandt, assistant attorney-general, in 
charge of federal prisons, criticised 
former Warden John W. Snook for 


publicity attending the Carroll re- 


lease, and it was this which caused 
the breech between the two, finally re- 
sulting in the foreed resignation of 
Snook. 

Aderhold Is Silent. 


Acting Warden A. C. Aderhold was 
engaged in a parole board meeting 
Tuesday and could not be reached at 
any time during the day. He has con- 
sistently declined to discuss prison 
matters with newspapermen. 

“The only thing I can say is that 
I am returning to my home at Wil- 
mington, Del.,”’ Miller declared. “That 
is all until after July 7, the time that 
my parole expires.” 

“olonel Miller was one of the or- 
ganizers of the American Legion and 
was one of the national officers. A 
special session of the executive com- 
mittee has been called in a midwest- 
ern city in the next few weeks, and 
it was reported that he colonel will at- 
tempt to attend the session.

The cloth may 
be obtained in Rome, but there | is 
only one manufacturer in the whole 
world. _He lives_in the ancient and 
beautiful city of Aix la Chapelle. The 
manufacturer's name is Burtscheid. 
The cardinal scarlet which is used to 
dye the cloth for the state robes is 
obtained by a special process, of 
which the secret is jealously guarded 
by Burtscheid, who received it from 
his father in whose family it. has 
been a monopoly for three centuries 
and a half. Attempts to imitate the 
dye were tried in several Kuropean 
cities in the course of the last three 
hundred years, but none proved suc- 
cessful.

ei the status of the laws with respect 
to the powers and prerogatives of the 
judges and declared that they are not

The constitution in Article 5, Para- 
graph 12, provides as to the governor:

Those powers are vested solely in

the constitution to that extent.’

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TRIAL; ATTORNEY SAYS 


Will Keep Case ‘Alive Until 
Verdict Is Returned, Pros- 
ecutor Declares. 


Nashville, Tenn., May '7.—(4)—De- 
termination to try the murder case of 
Walter Liggett, who shot Turney Cun- 
ningham to death the night of October 
29, last, “every term of court until 
I get a verdict-of some sort,” was 
expressed this afternoon by Attorney- 
General Richard M. Atkinson, after 
the jury in a second trial reported it- 
self hopelessly deadlocked after near- 
ly three days’ deliberation. . No mo- 
tion has been made for a new trial. 

Eleven jurors in the second trial 
of the voung grain dealer stood for 
n verdict of guilty in the first de- 
gree, with a 99-year sentence, ac- 
cording to an unofficial poll, while 
another held out for acquittal. 

Liggett faced the jiiry calm and 
unafraid, maintaining the stolidity he 
had displayed thfough both trials, He 
was chewing gum Vigorously. Nis 
mother, alone off the relatives and 
friends who sat about him, refused to 
face the jurors, 

Turney Cunningham, manager of a 
local hotel, was shot by Liggett in 
an alley behind the Cunningham home 
following a rendezyous Liggett had 
kept with Mrs. Cunningham. ‘Testi- 
fying for the state, the widow ad- 
mitted an illicit relationship with the 
defendant over a period of six years, 
during which time she said Cunning- 
ham had on several occasions warned 
her lover to leave her alone. Her 
highly sensational testimony marked 
a high point dn the first trial, which 
lasted for five weeks. Another high 
point was the introduction by the de- 
fense of Jack Quinn, itinerant boiler- 
maker. as a “surprise”. eyewitness to 
the killing. 

Quinn, following his testimony for 
Liggett, was indicted for perjury and 
forfeited a bond furnished by Liggett’s 
father. He returned to Nashville for 
the second trial but was not put 
upon the stand. 

Liggett’s plea in both trials was 
self-defense, with his lawyers paint- 


ing Mrs. Cunningham as an experi-; 


enced siren whom he could not re- 
sist. , 

Thousands of names were called in 
an effort to complete a jury for each 
of the trials.

New York, May 7.—(#)—High 
money rates proved an insu;mountable 
obstacle to speculators for the advance 
in today’s curb market, and prices 
closed irregularly lower despite _ re- 
peated efforts to bring about a gen- 
eral rally..

New York, May 7.—(4)—The stock 
market still suffered from the relent- 
less pressure of tight money today. 
Pool operators were able to send a 
sizable assortment of issues a few 
points higher, but could not attract a 
following, and the general list per- 
sistently sagged, dozens of important 
stocks losing from 2 to 7 points. There 
was no general inclination to unload, 


however, and the day’s transactions 
fell short of 3,500,000 shares. 

The remarks of Governor Roy A. 
Young, of the federal reserve board, 
to the effect that the reserve banks 
cannot indefinitely keep their redis- 
count rates below open market rates 
were regarded rather gloomily in Wall 
street, as fears of higher rates had 
waned during the past few weeks. The 
passing of the peak of the spring com- 
mercial credit requirements had been 
expected to dissipate this cloud. Fur- 
thermore, rumors of a change of fed- 
eral reserve policy had been passed 
about freely in Wall street recently. 

An indication of the extreme scarci- 
ty of funds appeared today when New 
York banks were bidding 6 per cent 
between themselves for surplus fed- 
eral reserve funds, a full 1-2 of 1 per 
cent above the rediscount rate. Call 
money renewed at 14 per cent, a high 
level seldom reached by the renewal 
rate in late years, and held at that 
rate all day. Dealers in bankers’ ac- 
ceptances raised their rates 1-8 of 1 
per cent for the longer matftrities, 
following a similar increase recently 
for 30-day bills. 

Many theories were advanced for 
the persistent scarcity of funds. One 
was that J. P. Morgan & Co. had eall- 
ed a substantial sum to pay for stock 
purchased in United Gas Improvement 
by United Corporation. Another was 
that recent new financing had caused 
a considerable drain on the money 
market. It was recalled that Charles 
E. Mitchell, chairman ‘of the Nation- 
al City bank, predicted on March 26 
that money paid out over the month-

The day's news was mixed in char- 
acter. The ‘tariff bill was generally 
regarded as a bullish influence. More 
favorable earnings statements appear- 
ed, particularly that of Mack Truck. 
Radio Corporation’s first quarter 
showing of only 35 cents a share, how- 
ever, was distinctly disappointing. 
Crude oil production figures for the 
showing practically no 
change despite the drup in California, 
were also disappointing. 

International Telephone was a con- 
spicuous strong point, mounting 
11 1-2 points to 281 1-2, a new high, 
but losing nearly half its gain at the 
close. Sparks Withington was also 
sent up 11 1-2 points, reaching a 
new peak at 219 3-4, and holding 
its gain. Stockholders meet the end 
of the week to consider an increase 
in authorized capital to permit a 300 
per cent stock dividend. . 

The utilities alone showed group 
strength, the Assoociated Press index 
of 20 moving forward, while the in- 
dustrials and rails sagged. Airways 
Electrical Appliance, American L[oll- 
ing Mill, Columbia Carbon, By- 
Products Coke and Commonvealth 
Power mounted 4 to 7 points to new 
high ground. Cement and sugar is- 
sues improved in response to the pro- 
posed tariff schedules, 

Radio dropped more than 6 points 
to 100 and closed at 100 3-4 in heavy 
selling on publication of the earnings 
report. Cable advices to the effect 
that negotiations for a merger with 
Columbia Graphophone, Ltd., had 
unsuccessfully terminated with no 
present prospects of resumption 
tending to swell the selling. Such 
issues as General Electric, American 
Can, Commercial Solvents, New Ha- 
ven Railroad, Montgomery Ward, 
Sears- Roebuck and Westinghouse 
Electrie lost from 3 to 7 points. Ad- 
vance Rumely issues broke about 5 
points more, but the common regain- 
ed most of its loss. United Aircraft 
sold up during the morning, dropped 
6 points later and closed 3 points off. 

In the commodity markets, wheat 
again broke about 3 cents, to the low- 
est levels in five years, as the mar- 
kets were clogged with the large sur- 
plus, and export competition was 
keen.

Washington, May 7.—(#)}—An ap- 
peal for the passage of legislation to 
regulate the operations on cotton ex- 
changes was made today in the house 
by Representative Rankin, democrat, 
Mississippi, in support of a bill intro- 
duced by Representative Vinson, 
democrat, Georgia.

CITRUS MOVEMENT 
SLACKS AS FRUIT 
FLY BAN SPREADS 


Winter Haven, Fla.. May 7.—(?)— 
Sharp reduction in the movement of 
citrus from Florida as a result of re- 
strictions arising out of the fight 
against the Mediterranean fruit fly 
was shown by state clearing house 
association records made publie today.

Bringing up the rear of the quali- 
fying ranks, however, were some of 
the other American pros—Jim- 
Barnes, Johnny Farrell, Al Espinosa 
and Ed Dudlev, the last-named fin- 
ishing in a tie for last place and just 
g.tting in with 162. 

All 16 professionals from the Unit- 
ed States and George Von Elm, for- 
mer amateur champion. qualified. 

ROUGH WEATHER. 

The weather, which took such a 
heavy toll of strikes on Monday, im- 
proved today. but the golf. for the 
most part, failed to follow suit. Dieg- 
el’s 70 over the championship course 
nt Muirfield was the lone outstanding 
performance of the second day. 

The 108 qualifiers will set out to- 
morrow on the 72-hole medal play 
test, and the field will be reduced fur- 
ther Thursday night when all those 
more than 14 strokes behind the lead- 
er must drop out. 

Horton Smith, young Joplin, Mo., 
pro, who qualified with an aggre- 
gate of 154, will lead the big parade 
tomorrow morning, with Willie Robh- 
ertson, a Lancashire golfer, as his 
pertner. Walter Hagen, defending 
champion, whose qualifying total was 
also 154, will be last to start, pert- 
nered with Henry Cotton, young Brit- 
sh Ryder cup professional. 

BEST BRITISHERS. 


The best British performances in 
the 36-hole qualifying test which 
ended today were turned in by Cyril 
Tolley, the former amateur champion, 
and R. A. Whitcombe, a member of 
the fameus family of golfing brothers 
from the west of England. This pair 
tied for third place with 150, and 
were followed by George Von Elm, 
George Duncan and A. E. Whiting, 
with 151, 

“Tim’’ Perkins, British amateur 
champion, had an aggregate of 152, 
as did Al Watrous, American Ryder 
cup player, and Archie Compston. 

The first 17 also included the fol- 
lowing, tied with 153; Arthur Hayes, 
R. B. Denholm, Henry Cotton, W. 
Nolan, Abe Mitchell and Aubrey 
Boomer. Britishers, and Jose Jurado, 
diminutive Argentine pro. who did so 
well in last year’s open championship 
at Sandwich. 

Few notables suffered elimination, 
since the scores in general were con- 
siderably higher than had been antici- 
pated. Chief among the casualties 
were James Braid, who has won five 
times since 1900, and Jack White, 
winner of the 1904 open. 

Four American amateur’ golfers 
failed to qualify. They were Joshua 
(rane, veteran Rostonian, who had 
an aggregate of 171, and Max Behr, 
W. EF. Stites and Si Newton, who 
failed to turn in cards. 


JEWELL CRACKS, 


Fred Jewell, the little-known Brit- 
ish professional who led the field 
vesterday with a 72, cracked today 
and took an 82 for an aggregate of 
154. 

Although only four Americans— 
Diegel, Cruickshank, Von Elm and 
Watrous—finished among the first 
fifteen, it was felt in many circles 
tonight that British golfdom is again 
threatened with American supremacy. 

Many believe that the championship 
will evolve into a battle between the 
human putting machine—Diegel—and 
the smiling Scot Cruickshank, 

It was significant today that Diegel 
was unsatisfied with his putting and 
practiced hard in getting the’ short 
fellows down after he had completed 
his round. Diegel is confident that 
the title will be won and lost on the 
greens, 


LONG DRIVING. 

The United States professional 
champion's driving was the feature of 
his game today. At the short six- 
teenth Leo hit the pin with a tee 
shot which he declared one of _ the 
best of his career. 

The uncertainty of the weather is 
still a prime factor.

Since Diegel and Cruickshank 
played Gullane during the heaviest 
rain yesterday and turned in a 74 and 
75, respectively, the weather is not 
expected to handicap them seriously.

TODAY’S GOLF CHATTER. 


L. H. writes that he still doesn’t get the idea about “transference 
of weight,’”’ and what it means in a golf swing. 

In walking, suppose at the moment the weight has been thrown 
to the’ left foot. Is it then possible to take a step with the left foot? 
You might try it. The next step has to come from the right foot at 
the demand of continued balance. The weight shifts automatically, in 
walking, from one foot to another. You may not think about it, but 
it does. The same thing happens in the golf swing, where the weight 
moves to the right on the back swing and is on the left at the finish of 
the forward swing. Otherwise all body balance is destroyed and one 
might as well try to start walking with the left foot advanced when 
the weight at the time is on the left foot. The only way the left foot 


| can be advanced in walking is to throw the weight on the right foot.

ANGERED BY BLOW 
OF DEPUTY SHERIFF 


Elizabethton, Tenn., May 7.—(#)— 
Aroused over the alleged clubbing of 
one of their numbers by a deputy 
sheriff, strikers from the textile mills 
here renéwed their pledges to “fight 
to a finish” teday, while company of- 
ficials said the plants would gradually 
resume operation with non-union 


labor. 

George Arwood, 17, was arrested 
three miles from town by Maynard 
Snyder, deputy sheriff, on a charge 
of picketing. Arwood and union of- 
ficials' said the officer used his club. 
Arwood was :eleased by a magistrate 
who ‘placed Snyder under Bond on a 
charge of feloniously assaulting a 
minor. Snyder said the youth re- 
sisted arrest. The officer will be 
tried tomorrow. 

A National Guardsman fired at an 
automobile occupied by two men and 
two girls when his confmand to halt 
went unheeded. 

Four other strikers were arrested 
on charges of picketing during the 
day, but were released. Union lead- 
efs claimed picketing was lawful. 

Officials at both plants said a suf- 
ficient numbér of workers had re- 
ported to warrant reopening the 
plants.
